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We commend you for your leadership in convening the upcoming 
Asian-Pacific Economic Cooperation (APEC) meeting in Seattle. 
America's ties to the Asian-Pacific region are a key component to 
ensuring continued toerican global competitiveness. 

Your upcoming meeting with President Jiang Zemin of the People's 
Republic of China later this month provides an opportunity to 
underscore continuing Administration and Congressional support 
for the conditions contained in your May 28 Executive Order - 

We are very concerned about China's lack or progress in meeting 
these conditions and urge you to emphasize in your meeting with 
President Jiang the clear, unified message of the Administration 
and Congress regarding the issue of MFN and improving human 
rights in China and Tibet. 

Unfortunately, there have been no signs of improvement in human 
rights in China and Tibet over the past five months, and in many 
respects, conditions have deteriorated. The following are just a 
few examples: 

•* The largest series of political prosecutions since early 1991 
is about to begin, with at least 19 indictments handed down in 
September 1993 for peaceful pro-democracy activists arrested 
last year. These activists face sentences of up to life 

imprisonment . 

* Journalists have been arrested or sentenced to harsh prison 
terms ranging from ten years to life. Gao Yu, for example was 
arrested on October 4, 1993, just prior to her planned 
departure to the U.S., and charged with "leaking state 
secrets-" 

* Repression in Tibet continues with over 100 arrests between 
January and mid- August alone. A Tibetan businesswoman, Damchoe 
Pema, who was pregnant when arrested in May 1993, miscarried 
after being beaten by police w^th\eleptHc batons. 
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Han Dongfang, a peaceful^aMrp,ai:t^vrsft^ was expelled from 
China on August 13, 1993, after he sought to exercise his 
internationally guaranteed right as a Chinese citizen to return 
to his own country. 
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* Torture remains widespread, and religious persecution has 
intensified, according to reports by human rights groups, 
including Asia Watch and Amnesty International. 

* Prison labor products continue to be exported to the United 
States. 

The continued suppression by the Chinese government of the 
peaceful aspirations of its citizens for greater freedom and 
democracy casts a shadow upon our ability to rely upon Chinese 
assurances in other areas, such as proliferation and market 
opening measures. We remain deeply concerned with these aspects 
of our bilateral relations. 

We hope that your meetings in Seattle are productive and that 
china's leaders will take advantage of the new opportunities for 
bilateral dialogue and discussion to address our serious 
concerns .
